M&S store 
to open In 

£500k plan 


A MARKS and Spencer 
food store is coming to Ely, 
the Weekly News can reveal. 

The BP service station on the A10 
Witchford Road roundabout is to 
be transformed into a M&S Simply 
Food outlet. 

Local businessman Jonathan 
James, whose firm James Graven and 
Sons owns the garage, is leasing the 
premises out to BP, who will be 
turning the facility into an exclusive 
M&S outlet. 

A whopping £500,000 will be spent 
on refurbishing the premises, which 
will see the petrol pumps upgraded 
and the shop fitted out with M&S 
Simply Food and a Wild Bean Cafe. 

Mr James, who opened the popular 
garage 10 years ago, has also revealed 
that he plans to build a three-acre, 
eco-friendly business park in 
Littleport. 

The new facility would boast 
around 16 state-of-the-art, low 
carbon units, around 150 parking 
spaces and would be built on land at 
the rear of his other service station in 
Wisbech Road.

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Speaking about the Witchford Road 
developments, Mr James said: “This 
is something the local community 
will be extremely excited about. 

“There isn’t a M&S Simply Food 
outlet in the area and there really 
should be. 

“I will still own the site, and the one 
in Littleport, but I am leasing them 
both out so that I can focus on other 
projects. 

“At the Witchford Road site, there 
will be a major £500,000 re-fit, which 
will see the premises transformed 
into an M&S Simply Food outlet and 
a Wild Bean Cafe. 

“The petrol station will remain but 
will be upgraded too. 

“BP has also acquired our Wisbech 
Road service station in Littleport and 
will be sub-letting it to another 
operator. 

“As that site is fairly new there will 
be no major changes there and it will 
continue to mn as it is successfully. 

“It is important to note that these 


changes are something our 
employees are all extremely excited 
about and all of their jobs are safe.” 

Mr James said plans for the new 
business park in Littleport will be 
formally submitted soon. 

He added: “The business park will 
be a high quality, eco-friendly site 
comprised of around 16 units and 
150 car parking spaces. It will be 
stunning and groundbreaking for the 
area.” 

Both of the service station leases 
will be handed over to BP on October 
29. 

The re-fit in Witchford Road is 
expected to start soon after that date 
and will last for around three weeks, 
during which time the whole store 
will be closed. 

Dave Newton, who is in charge of 
BP’s UK company-owned and 
franchise petrol stations, said: “The 
Witchford Road site plays a big part in 
the local community and we aim to 
build on the legacy the James Graven 
group have created as well as 
bringing the freshness of the M&S 
and BP Wild Bean Cafe offers to 
customers old and new.” 
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Pensioner was found dead 
in kitchen by her sister 


AN elderly woman who was 
found dead at her home had 
collapsed and hit her head 
on a cooker. 

The body of Peggy Donald, 
87, body was discovered at 
her home in Kings Avenue, 
Ely, on July 22. 

Her sister, Pamela, found 
her lying dead on the 
kitchen floor with a gash to 
her head. 

An inquest into Mrs 
Donald’s death was held on 
September 19. 

Mrs Donald’s GP, Dr Anil 
Jain, from Ely’s Cathedral 
Medical Centre, described 
her as a “pleasant, relatively 


fit lady” but explained how 
she had started to suffer 
from dizziness and sudden 
collapses. 

On July 19 Mrs Donald, 
who lived alone, had 
collapsed at her home but 
had managed to pick herself 
up. 

Her sister, Pamela, had 
visited her the day before 
she died and arrived the 
following day to find her 
dead on the kitchen floor 
beside the cooker. 

William Morris, coroner 
for north and east Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, recorded a 
verdict of accidental death.

Care home is 
rescued from 
destruction 


A NURSING home is “lucky 
to still be standing” after a 
major fire broke out in its 
roof. 

A huge section of the roof at 
Littleport Grange nursing and 
residential home, in Littleport, 
went up in flames last 
Wednesday. 

Four fire crews from Ely, 
Soham and Littleport, plus a 
turntable ladder from 
Cambridge, rushed to the 
scene at around 2.45pm and 
arrived to find the roof well 
alight. 

It is not known how many 
residents or staff were inside 
the three-storey building at 
the time but everybody was 
evacuated safely. 

Builders who are currently 
renovating the historic 
building, in Grange Lane, 
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were also forced to evacuate. 

Nobody is said to have been 
injured or affected by the 
smoke, although the majority 
of the roof has been 
destroyed. 

One firefighter said: “It’s a 
big fire. In fact the building is 
lucky to still be standing. 

“If we hadn’t have got here 
so quickly the whole thing 
could have caved in.” 

Nigel Burgess, station 
commander based at 
Huntingdon, said: “We know 
the fire started in the roof but 
we do not know what caused 
it yet. 

“Our main priority was to 
stop the fire from spreading, 


which our crews managed to 
do successfully. 

“The crews really did do a 
marvellous job.” 

The majority of residents at 
Littleport Grange were moved 
into other care homes earlier 
this year after health and 
social care watchdog the Care 
Quality Commission said the 
home was failing to look after 
its residents properly. 

Since then, the home’s 
operator, the Dove Care 
Group, has promised the 
home will soon “meet the 
highest standards” and has 
been working on refurbishing 
the building. 

A full investigation will be 
carried out into the cause of 
the fire, which is believed to 
have been accidental. 


Asbestos victims worked for same firm 


TWO men who died within months of each 
other both of asbestos-related cancer had 
worked for the same Cambridge firm when they 
were young. 

Inquests into the deaths of Barry Stepney, 72, 
and Brian Copping, 65, were held by coroner 
William Morris on September J9. 

Mr Stepney, of Vicarage Close, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, and Mr Copping, of Aldreth Road, 
Haddenham, both died after battling 
mesothelioma - a rare form of cancer which is 
usually caused by exposure to asbestos. 

Mr Stepney died on May 9 this year and Mr 


Copping lost his battle with the illness on July 5. 

Both inquests heard how the men worked for 
the metal roofing and cladding firm T R 
Freeman Ltd, based in Ditton Walk, when they 
were in their late teens and early 20s. 

It is believed Mr Stepney and Mr Copping 
inhaled asbestos or were exposed to asbestos 
dust when working on jobs across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire during that period. 

In both inquests, Mr Morris, coroner for north 
and east Cambridgeshire, recorded a verdict 
that the victims “died through industrial 
disease”. 


Bid to build 
homes on 
city car park 

TWO homes could be built on 
part of an Ely office’s car park. 

East Cambs District Council 
has received a planning 
application for the dwellings to 
be built on part of the car park 
at 41, St Marys Street. 

The plans, submitted by 
Penita Ltd, based in Jersey, 
involve two three-bedroom, 
semi-detached, two-and-a- 
half-storey townhouses. 

In a statement to the council, 
the applicants said: “The 
introduction of these two 
dwellings to the site will 
increase the amount of natural 
policing of the area and 
increase the sense of 
community for the existing 
residential units. 

“The execution of the 
dwellings will be smart and 
sophisticatedly finished, thus 
improving the setting of those 
buildings nearby.” 

The development, if 
approved, would leave 10 
spaces at the car park. 

A decision could be made 
within eight weeks.

Law breakers 
tempt fate 

MORE than 50 motorists were 
caught flouting the law outside 
Ely’s police station - in just 
four hours. 

Officers stood in their high- 
visibility uniforms just yards 
from the station, in Nutholt 
Lane, to catch as many drivers 
breaking the law as they 
could. 

In just four hours, police 
issued 37 tickets for people 
not wearing their seat belts 
and 14 tickets for motorists 
using their mobile phones 
whilst behind the wheel. 

All the tickets were issued in 
jus four hours. 

Pc Steve Gedny said: “It’s 
about keeping the roads safe, 
people may criticise us for 
having crackdowns but safety 
is an everyday issue that we 
will always look at.” 
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Coffee shop giant poised to 
move out of city centre 

STARBUCKS is closing its doors in Ely, the 
Weekly News can confirm. 

The global coffee shop chain has had a branch 
in Ely’s High Street for around seven years but 
the store is set to shut as it is not making 
enough profit. 

It is believed the business will close its doors 
later this month or at the beginning of October. 
Starbucks says it is hopeful the “majority” of 
its employees will be relocated to alternative 
branches. However, the company cannot be 
certain. 

A spokeswoman for Starbucks said: “Like 
many other retailers, and as part of the normal 
course of our business over the year, we 
regularly review our stores to ensure they’re 
contributing to a sustainable business for the 
future. 

“Consequently, we’ve taken the difficult 
decision to close our store in Ely, after seven 
years as part of the local community. 

"We’re working closely with our partners 
(employees) and hope to be able to redeploy 
the majority of them to other Starbucks stores.” 
The news comes just weeks after two other 
eateries in Ely - Coffee Speed in the High 
Street, and Dreams Sandwich Bar, in nearby St 
Mary’s Street - shut their doors. 

Crash causes tailbacks 

A CRASH close to Ely’s Railway Station caused 
lengthy tailbacks for drivers yesterday morning. 
A lorry and a red Vauxhall Corsa collided on the 
A142 Station Road, close to the junction with 
the B1382 Queen Adelaide Way. 

Police initially believed the collision involved 
four vehicles but it was later confirmed as a 
two-vehicle accident. 

It happened just before 8.15am, when the A142 
is at its busiest. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“The accident involved a lorry and a red 
Vauxhall Corsa. 

“The roof did have to be cut off the Corsa but it 
was a damage-only incident. There were no 
injuries.”

Cathedral service for new dean 


THE new Dean of Ely has now 
been formally installed. 

A special service was held at 
Ely Cathedral last Saturday to 
install the Revd Canon Mark 
Bonney. 

The 55-year-old clergyman 
has been serving as Ely’s dean 
for some time after taking over 


from the Dr Michael Chandler, 
who retired last year. 

Canon Bonney, formerly Canon 
Treasurer of Salisbury Cathedral, 
becomes Ely’s 35th dean. 

He was educated in 
Cambridge before training for the 
ministry at St Stephen’s House, 
Oxford. 


He is married to Kate, who is a 
teacher at Robert Arkenstall 
Primary School in Haddenham, 
and they have two daughters. 

Canon Bonney and the Bishop 
of Ely, the Rt Revd Stephen 
Conway, have known each other 
for years and both came to Ely 
from the Diocese of Salisbury. 


Developers launch review 
after TV watchdog show 


PROPERTY developers who 
plan to build new retirement 
flats in Ely are launching an 
‘immediate review’ after 
being featured on a television 
watchdog programme. 

Bournemouth-based firm 
McCarthy & Stone, which 
specialises in building 
apartments for elderly 
people, featured on Channel 
4’s Dispatches show on 
Monday. 

Using case studies and 
secret filming, the 
programme-makers accused 
the firm of using third party 
organisations and hidden 
maintenance and part- 
exchange fees to leave elderly 
residents out of pocket. 

In a statement, the firm 
said: “McCarthy & Stone’s has 
a long track record of 
innovation in housing for 
later life and we were 
surprised and disappointed 
to hear the claims made by 
Channel 4. 


“While it was clear that we 
need better training for our 
employees, the programme 
misrepresents the services 
that the overwhelming 
majority of our customers 
enjoy. 

“It also contains a number 
of inaccuracies. We do 
however take all complaints 
seriously, and have launched 
an immediate review into the 
matters properly raised in the 
programme.” 

McCarthy & Stone wants to 
turn the Croylands Centre, in 
Cambridge Road, into 22 
retirement flats. 

Although a formal 
planning application has not 
been submitted, 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which owns the 
building, has agreed to sell it 
to the firm, subject to 
contracts being agreed. The 
council did not want to 
comment. 


Police hunt for murder clues 

POLICE divers scoured the River Cam in Cambridge this week 
for the missing murder weapon used to kill Chittering 
pensioner Llywelyn Thomas. 

Detectives have been investigating the killing of the 76-year- 
old for 10 months after he was bludgeoned to death in his Ely 
Road home on December 18 last year. It is understood police 
were informed a possible murder weapon - a poker - could 
have been dumped in the river along with other belongings 
taken from the retired farmer’s home. 

Divers from the Northwest Underwater Search and Marine 
Unit have been searching in the water at Grassy Bank, off Fen 
Road, Cambridge, hunting for evidence. 


Late licence bid 
leads to outcry 


AN independent school 
could be allowed to serve 
“late-night refreshments” 
every night until 5am - 
sparking fury from nearby 
residents. 

King’s Ely, one of the region’s 
most prestigious schools, is 
currently licensed to hold public 
functions and social gatherings 
at three of its buildings. 

The licence states the school 
can sell alcohol Monday to 
Sunday from 8am-lpm and can 
provide “late night refresh¬ 
ments” from llpm-5am. 

Three of the school’s 
buildings, the Hayward Theatre, 
the Monastic Barn and the 
Gibson Music School, are 
currently covered by the licence. 

But now governors want the 
conditions to be waivered so 
that the entire school campus 
can serve late-night 
refreshments until 5am. 

The school insists the change 
of licensing conditions will not 
cause any issues for students or 
residents, but people living 
close to some of the school’s 
buildings are worried. 

Clare Steward, of Barton Road, 
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Ely, is concerned about 
potential activities at Morbey 
Hall. 

She said: “The hours 11pm- 
5am are antisocial. I have 
experienced numerous 

problems with antisocial 
behaviour at the school before 
and I don’t think this application 
is acceptable. 

“Why would a school want to 
be able to serve late-night 
refreshments until 5am anyway? 
This is a school we’re talking 
about, not a nightclub." 

Another Ely resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: “I’m 
not happy at all. 

“I don’t see how any of the 
events hosted at the school, 
such as plays or concerts, can go 
on until 5am and why they 
should be allowed to. 

“And what are late-night 
refreshments exactly? What’s to 
stop the school serving alcohol 
until that time? 

“It’s totally unacceptable to 
have people partying until the 
early hours at a school.” 


Mark Hart, the school’s dir¬ 
ector of operations, has met 
residents to discuss their con¬ 
cerns and insists there is 
nothing for people to worry 
about. 

He says the school’s current 
licence is due to expire on 
October 20 and that the new 
application avoids the need to 
have two separate licences. 

He said: “King’s Ely prides 
itself on being part of the 
community and would not do 
anything to detract from or 
harm our relationship with our 
neighbours. 

“It is also in our own best 
interests to control noise and 
the consumption of alcohol for 
the protection of our students. 

“We often present concerts 
and shows which are open to 
the public where a glass of wine 
may be on offer. We could not 
do this without a licence. 

“We behave professionally 
and with consideration of our 
neighbours at the forefront of 
our minds. Most events during 
term time end at 10.30pm so our 
students and parents can get an 
early night ready for the next 
school day.”

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Volunteers 
helping out 
honey bees 

NATURE lovers are creating a 
buzz in their village by doing 
everything they can to help 
the ever-suffering honey bee. 

Two bee hives have been 
set up at the nature reserve in 
Little Downham. 

The project has been 
overseen by the Downham 
Parish Conservation 
Volunteers, who run the 
village nature reserve, and 
each hive contains between 
5,000 and 20,000 bees. 

Tony Payne, chairman of 
the volunteers, said: “We are 
always looking at ways to 
improve the conservation area 
and help local wildlife and in 
2010 we decided to do 
something about the 
international plight of the 
honey bee. 

“We started to plant more 
wildflowers to attract them 
into the reserve and last year

Pre-school is planning to grow 


A PRE-SCHOOL could soon be 
able to take on more children - if 
its plans to re-locate are 
approved. 

Leaders at Stepping Stones 
Pre-school in Littleport want to 
set up new facilities at Littleport 
Leisure Centre. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has now applied for 
planning permission to build a 
new purpose-built mobile unit 
on land at the centre, in Camel 
Road, for the pre-school to use. 

Stepping Stones is currently 
based at the Regal Community 
Centre, in Hempfield Road, and 
occupies the first floor. 

Pre-school leaders insist 
moving the organisation to the 


leisure centre would enable it to 
grow, and that children would 
have better access to playing 
outdoors. 

Sarah Wigglesworth, 

chairwoman of the pre-school, 
said: “The purpose-built mobile 
offers the opportunity for 
Stepping Stones to expand and 
develop the provision for pre¬ 
school children in response to 
the need of a growing 
population. 

“Currently we have places for 
26 children but this will enable us 
to increase over a period of time 
to accommodate 52 children. 

“In addition it is an Ofsted 
requirement that children have 
‘free flow’ to an outdoor play 


space. Currently this is hindered 
due to the lack of direct access to 
the garden at the Regal. 

“A move to a purpose-built 
mobile will increase the quality 
of provision, in particular for 
provision of outdoor play.” 

The plans submitted by the 
county council include building a 
21m by 9.5m mobile unit, as well 
as an external play area, two 
storage sheds and a 1.8m-high 
boundary fence. 

The final decision lies with 
planners at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council.

Jail for father 
who took kids 


A MAN who kidnapped 
his own children has 
been jailed. 

Albert Buckley junior, 25, lured 
the mother into meeting her new 
partner Tom Johnson, 19, in 
Littleport before snatching the 
two young children. 

Aged just 2 and 4 they were 
found in the footwell of a car 
when police caught up with the 
kidnappers on the Mil. 

When arrested, members of 
Buckley’s family threatened the 
mother with an axe to try to get 
her to drop the charges. 

Police have described how the 
mother had fled from the family 
with her children and had been 
living in a refuge in Norfolk. 

Johnson, who was part of the 
plot, arranged to meet her in 
Littleport at about midnight on 
March 25, promising her they 
would move to a new home for a 
fresh start. 

Johnson arrived, but he was 
with Buckley jnr, Buckley’s sister, 


Linda, and cousin Mark Lee, who 
snatched the children and 
escaped in a Vauxhall Astra 
before police caught up with 
them heading towards Essex. 

While the four were being 
questioned on suspicion of 
kidnap, five members of 
Buckley's family threatened 
relatives of the mother in Essex 

Albert Buckley jnr, Johnson, 
Linda Buckley and Lee all 
admitted kidnap. 

Buckley jnr and Johnson were 
each jailed for nine months at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
September 19. 

Buckley's parents Albert 
Buckley senior, 60, and Anne 
Loveridge, 54, admitted 
attempting to pervert the course 
of justice at an earlier hearing. 

David Buckley, 34, admitted a 
public order offence and was 
sentenced to three months 
behind bars. 

Shane Buckley, 24, admitted 
affray and was sentenced to an 
eight-month prison sentence, 


suspended for two years, told to 
carry out 200 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £500 court costs. 

Sylvia Buckley, 36, admitted a 
public order offence and was 
sentenced to a two-year 
community order, 100 hours' 
unpaid work, a one-year 
supervision order and £500 costs. 

All nine, who live in the Essex 
area, were also made subject of a 
five-year restraining order 
banning them from contacting 
the mother or any relatives. 

Judge Charles Gratwicke 
described Buckley Jnr as “selfish” 
for putting himself before his 
children and subjecting them to 
such a traumatic incident. 

Det Con Paul Atkinson, who 
led the investigation, said: “This 
was a complex case with two 
young children at the heart of it. 

“While I don’t believe Buckley 
jnr wanted to cause the children 
any harm, the way he went about 
getting his children back was 
illegal and we’re pleased he has 
now been brought to justice.” 


Jeff responds by thanking ambulance volunteer 


A PENSIONER has thanked the 
ambulance volunteer who saved 
his life - by inviting her to a tea 
party at his home. 

Jeff Nicholas, 69, was at Ely 
Library one afternoon when he 
suffered a sudden heart attack. 

Claire Dunham, a community 
first responder based in Ely, got to 
him within minutes and, with the 
help of Paul Doe, an emergency 
care assistant for the East of 
England Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust (EEAST), who was off-duty 
at the time, she managed to 
resuscitate him. 


Jeff invited Claire and her 
trainee community first responder, 

Lydia Jugg, who attended with her, 
to his home to thank her in person. 

Surrounded by his family, he 
said: “Claire did really well in this 
particular incident. She deserves 
commendation. 

“This proves they are worth 
their weight in gold. Community 
first responders provide a fantastic 
service.” 

Eileen added: “They saved his 
life - the whole family wanted to Saying thanks: Jeff Nicholas with Claire 
thank them for their excellent Dunham and Lydia Jugg.

Bike users insist multi¬ 
million pound plans to 
redevelop the station and 
Station Road area have a 
“total lack of cycling 
provision”. 

East Cambs District 
Council, which is looking at 
how the ‘Station Gateway’ 
could be transformed, 
insists the plans are at the 
“very early stages” and that 
there will be sufficient 
facilities for cyclists at the 
station. 

But members of the Ely 
Cycling Campaign, which 
was set up recently to 
promote cycling and better 
cycling facilities in Ely, are 
concerned. 

Andy Shaw, the group’s 
chairman, said members 
have seen drawings of the 
plans and they are “wholly 
inadequate” for cyclists. 

He said: “Nearly 300 cycle 
commuters use Ely Station 
every day. The current

station approach is woefully 
inadequate. 

“We have been repeatedly 
assured by East Cambs 
District Council officers that 
the Station Gateway will 
solve this issue once and for 
all. 

“However, we now find 
that yet again cycle access 
has been left out of the plans 
altogether and there is a 
total lack of cycling 
provision within them. 

“In summary, these pro¬ 
posals are wholly inade¬ 
quate from a cycling per¬ 
spective.” 

The Station Gateway 
plans, which are only now 
being drawn up, include 
improving facilities and 
access to the city’s railway 
station and redeveloping the 
area. 

Shirley Blake, the district 
council’s principal sus¬ 
tainable development 
officer, says the plan is to 
make the station a 
“transport interchange”, 
which will include cyclists. 

She said: “We are at the 


very early stages of 
developing concepts of how 
the Station Gateway in Ely 
could be transformed. 

“The Station Gateway was 
identified early in the 
masterplan process as an 
area which had almost 
become separate from the 
city. 

“The work we are curr¬ 
ently exploring is how to 
best integrate the gateway so 
once again it becomes part 
of the fabric of Ely. 

“One of the key points of 
this work is to develop the 
station’s potential as a 
transport interchange which 
includes bus, walking, 
cycling, taxis, cars as well as 
seeking to reduce traffic 
congestion in the area to 
make it easier to walk and 
cycle. 

“Further work on 
developing the plans will 
involve stakeholder engage¬ 
ment and consultation, 
including landowners, 
interest groups such as the 
cycle forum, City of Ely 
Council etc. 

“Following the county 
council’s decision on the 
southern bypass, this work 
will be going ahead over the 
next couple of months.”

Share your memories of 
the Pliosaur’s discovery 



RESIDENTS who remember the 
discovery of a prehistoric fossil 
in the 1950s are being urged to 
share their memories. 

It was in June 1952 that the remains 
of a huge Pliosaur, a prehistoric 
marine creature, were discovered in 
Stretham. 

Workers for the Great Ouse River 
Board were excavating clay from land 
off Wicken Road when they unearthed 
the fossilised bones. 

It is believed the creature, which 
swam using four huge paddles and 
could have been up to 26m long, could 
have swam along the Great River Ouse 
as long as 130 million years ago. 

Once palaeontologists from the 
University of Cambridge’s Sedgwick 
Museum of Earth Sciences had 
collected 69 bones, local schools and 
private collectors were then invited to 
take what fossils they wanted. 

Since then, just a further 69 bones 
have been recovered - meaning there 
are around 140 bones still either in 
private hands, which have been lost or 
that are still preserved in the clay. 

One of the Pliosaur’s paddles is still 
on display at the Sedgwick Museum. 


Now those who are trying to build up 
a bigger picture of the creature, which 
was at one stage called the 
Stretosaurus to commemorate the 
village where it was discovered, are 
urging the public to help them. 

Dr Peter Hoare, who lives in Ely, is 
linked with the School of Geography, 
Earth Science and Environment at the 
University of the South Pacific in Fiji. 

He said: “There are people, including 
myself, who have been fascinated with 
this find for years. 

“There are still so many bones which 
are missing and we really want to build 
up a bigger picture of the amazing 


Pliosaur that was found. 

“We want to hear from people who 
remember the fossil being discovered 
and those who may have photographs 
from the time. 

“If there are people out there who 
have some of the bones then we’d love 
to hear from them too. We wouldn’t 
want to keep the bones - we just want 
to record them.” 

One collector who got their hands on 
some of the bones at the time is 
believed to have lived in Driffield, 
Yorkshire.

COUNCIL chiefs have been 
praised for pressing ahead 
with Ely's southern bypass 
plans. 

Residents insist rubber-stamping 
the £31 million 'Route B’ bypass was 
the “right decision” - and it should 
have been made sooner. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet approved the route last 
week - despite warnings it could 
damage views of Ely Cathedral and 
the surrounding countryside. 

Campaigners and English 
Heritage fear the viaduct will 
“challenge the cathedral’s hitherto 
unrivalled supremacy in the 
landscape”. 

But Graeme Ixworth, from 
Soham, said: “Finally the council 
has taken the bull by the horns and 
said yes to the bypass. 

“Hats off to them - the sooner we 
get this bypass this better. 

“Ely and the A142 are suffering 
due to traffic and congestion, and 
this road is the only way we are 
going to improve these issues.

“There are always going to be 
people who worry about the effects 
things could have on the 
environment but at the end of the 
day this is the 21st century and we 
need to have infrastructure in 
place.” 

Jeff Stimpson, of Lynn Road, Ely, 
added: “I’m sick of people trying to 
get in the way of the bypass plans 
being approved. 

“Route B is the best location and 
I’m pleased to hear the council has 
approved it. It’s certainly the right 
decision. 

“Without this new road Ely is just 
going to become more gridlocked 
than it is already. 

“What people don’t realise is that 
this new bypass could open up a 
whole new economy for Ely and 
East Cambs as a whole.” 

A planning application will now 
be submitted for the bypass, which 


will relieve congestion around the 
level crossing next to the city’s 
station, where the barriers are 
currently down for an average of 35 
minutes in every hour. 

The road will divert the A142 at 
Angel Drove to just outside 
Stuntney via two roundabouts, and 
have a viaduct over the railway line, 
the River Great Ouse and its 
floodplains. The viaduct will be 550 
yards long and 33ft high. 

Cllr Martin Curtis, a member of 
the county council cabinet, said 
English Heritage “doesn’t have a 
monopoly on being right” and 
councillors drew attention to a 
survey of 1,700 residents in which 
81 per cent backed the bypass plan. 

The chapter of the cathedral said 
it supported the bypass for the 
“greater good”, although it 
suggested an alternative route with 
a lesser impact could be considered. 

Cllr Nick Clarke, council leader, 
said: “The overwhelming argument 
for the economic and transport 
good far outweighs the harm that 
could be done to the cathedral.”

Fears voiced 
over ‘danger’ 
road junction 


WORRIED residents are calling for 
a mini-roundabout to be built at a 
“dangerous” junction in Ely. 

Motorists and cyclists insist 
improvements need to be made at the 
junction where New Barns Avenue meets 
Beech Lane. 

The junction is well-used by not only 
cars but also HGVs and farm machinery, 
which use Beech Lane to get to and from 
Prickwillow Road. 

People insist the junction is dangerous 
as motorists are not slowing down - and 
because drivers do not know who should 
give way and when. 

Adam Tapley, who lives in New Barns 
Avenue, said: “This junction is dangerous 
and I can’t believe there isn’t an accident 
here on a daily basis. 

“I’ve witnessed many near-misses and 
it’s about time something is done before a 
serious accident occurs. 

“The main problem is that motorists 
don’t know who should be giving way. 

“If we had a small roundabout there, 
similar to the one nearby where Prick- 
willow Road meets Lisle Lane, drivers 
would be forced to give way, which would 
make it much safer.” 

The issue has also been raised on the 
community website, ShapeYourPlace.

Ely resident Toby fones said: “When I’m 
cycling up Beech Lane and I want to turn 
right into New Barns Avenue, I’m 
conscious of the speed that cars come 
round the corner from New Barns Road 
(from my left). 

“In order to see if there’s anything 
coming from my left, I have to go far into 
the junction, which leaves me feeling very 
exposed, especially as this road is used by 
heavy farm equipment and lorries. 

“A mini-roundabout here would mean 
drivers would have to slow down and give 
way to cars and bikes turning.” 

Similar calls for a mini-roundabout 
have been made for where Broad Street 
meets Back Hill in Ely, with residents again 
insisting the junction is a serious accident 
waiting to happen. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said no requests for a mini 
roundabout at the Beech Lane/New Barns 
Road junction had been made before. 

He added: “If we do, that request would 
be considered in the light of the available 
sources of funding and after consultation 
with the local community and road users.”

Ashley, a trained lifeguard, jumped in to 
save him but the brothers struggled in the 
dense mud and reeds and both drowned. 

The Blue Haze was one of the brothers’ 
favourite bands and the gig on Saturday 
raised around £300 for the trust fund set up 
by the brothers’ family for Ashley’s young 
son, Nathan. 

The band is also in the process of 
producing a four-track CD to celebrate the 
siblings’ lives, which they hope to release in 
time for Christmas. 

The money raised from the CD will also go 
to the trust fund. 


Roundabout bill to 
cost around £200k 

AROUND £200,000 could be spent on 
improving a roundabout. 

Highways chiefs at Cambridgeshire 
County Council want to improve the A142 
roundabout in Witchford Road, Ely. 

The council says the roundabout, which 
is said to be used by around 20,000 vehicles 
every day, needs attention as it is in poor 
condition. 

The work, projected to cost around 
£200,000, would involve re-surfacing the 
roundabout, realigning it and raising the 
kerbs.

Firm claims a £1 m deal 
for new mushroom farm 


AN electrical firm is celebrating after 
being awarded a contract worth almost 
£1 million. 

Bloom and Wake, based in Upwell, 
Norfolk, has been chosen to fit the 
electrics at a state-of-the-art new 
mushroom farm being built in 
Littleport. 

The firm will be installing all the 
power and energy-efficient LED lighting 
around the facility, which is being built 
at May Farm, off Mildenhall Road. 

Managing director, John Wake, said: 
“Given the ongoing difficult trading 
conditions which continue to see 
decline within the private sector of the 
construction industry, we are delighted 


to have been awarded such a large 
contract.” 

Major firms Barway Farms Ltd, G’s 
Growers and PGS Ltd are building the 
39-hectare mushroom farm, which will 
feature 48 growing rooms, as well as a 
packaging building, a biomass boiler 
building and a 60-space car park. 

An anaerobic digestion plant will also 
be built, which bosses say will produce 
around 2.4 megawatts of electricity 
every year to power the farm and feed 
into the national grid. 

The facilities will create 165 full-time 
jobs as well as some part-time 
positions.

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Council could 
face £ 60 k bill 
for new signs 


IMPROVING signage in 
Ely could cost around 
£60,000, councillors have 
been told. 

The City of Ely Council and 
East Cambs District Council are 
currently in talks about 
revamping the city’s signage. 

Councillors and residents 
insist tourists are missing out on 
visiting Ely’s “hidden gems” as 
signs are not large or clear 
enough, and because there are 
not enough of them. 

People are calling for better 
signs to direct visitors to the 
city’s not-so-obvious areas, such 
as Forehill and Waterside. 

The issue has been raised for 
some time but now members of 
the Ely City Centre Manage¬ 
ment Forum, a body set up by 
the City of Ely Council to 
promote and enhance the city 
centre, is on the case. 

A new city council report

shows the district council 
estimates the work could cost 
around £60,000. 

The report says: “A list of 
proposed improvements has 
been drawn up by the district 
council and it is estimated that 
these changes will cost 
approximately £60,000.” 

District and city councillor 
Elaine Griffin-Singh, who chairs 
the city council’s street furniture 
committee, is continuing to 
discuss the issue with the 
district council. 

She said: “There has been lots 
of criticism about Ely’s signage. 

“People say there is not 
enough signage pointing people 
from the city centre and the 
cathedral towards the Riverside 
and Forehill area, and also Ely’s 
station. 


“These are important areas 
which boast shops, businesses, 
eateries and landmarks, and it is 
not acceptable if tourists are 
missing out on them as they 
don’t realise they are there. 

“We could maybe get more 
finger-post signs in the Market 
Place and High Street pointing 
people to the Waterside and 
Forehill areas. 

“We could also get large maps 
and information boards for the 
city centre. 

“All these things would help 
point people to all areas of the 
city. We are determined to make 
these improvements but we do 
need to be able to afford them.” 

Discussions between both 
councils are ongoing and it is 
being investigated whether the 
money could come from 
Section 106 funding, which is 
money provided to the district 
by developers.

Memorial work gets under way 

A WAR memorial is being given a 
much-needed refurbishment.

“The memorial is an extremely 
important part of the town, though, 
so we need to keep it looking good.”

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Indecent images case 
is sent to Crown court 

A PENSIONER has appeared in court 
charged with possession of indecent 
images of children and extreme 
pornographic images of dead animals. 
David Cunningham is accused of having 
images on his computer at the most 
serious level.

Cunningham, who did not enter a plea 
when he appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Friday, is also 
charged with seven further offences, 
including three counts of possessing 
indecent images of children, two counts 
of possessing prohibited images of 
children and two counts of possessing 
extreme pornographic images of 
animals. 

Magistrates sent the case to Cambridge 
Crown Court for a plea and directions 
hearing on Friday, October 19. 
Cunningham had his unconditional bail 
extended.

A PUB in Soham is for sale as its 
landlords are retiring. 

Alan and Jennifer Killick, who run the 
Carpenters Arms, in Brook Street, have 
put the pub on the market having run it 
for the last 26 years on and off. 
According to the website, 
www.daltonsbusiness.com, the pub’s 
freehold price is £375,000 and annual 
turnover is £156,000. 

The pub is also the town’s only free 
house, boasting three bedrooms for 
people to use. 

A statement on the website said: “This 
thriving public house was established in 
the 1800s and has been in our clients’ 
careful hands since 1986.” 


Potato race is

Parents show full 
support to charity 
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A COUPLE whose baby is 
fighting an aggressive eye 
cancer have raised more 
than £1,000 for the charity 
which is supporting them. 

Little Alexander Sutch was just 
five months old when he was 
diagnosed with retinoblastoma in 
both eyes. 

Retinoblastoma is a rapidly- 
developing cancer that develops 
in the cells of the retina and in the 
UK it has one of the best cure 
rates of all childhood cancers.

strong by their young son’s “good 
humour and zest for life”. 

Last Friday, Christina and Tom 
took part in a 15-mile sponsored 
night-time walk through the 
streets of London to raise money 
for the Childhood Eye Cancer 
Trust (CHECT) and Fight for Sight. 

The fundraiser, called the 
Carrots Nightwalk, was organised 
by the CHECT to raise money for 
research into eye diseases, and 


awareness. 

So far, the couple have raised 
more than £1,300 for the charities, 
which will use the money to 
further fund research into 
Retinoblastoma. 

Christina, 36, said: “CHECT is a 
charity very dear to our hearts. 

“When he was five months old, 
our son Alexander was diagnosed 
with bilateral retinoblastoma. 

“Since then, he has had several 
months of aggressive chemo¬ 
therapy, cryotherapy, laser therapy 
and other invasive tests and 
treatments. 

“He has examinations under 
general anaesthetic every month, 
and will probably continue to 
develop new tumours and need 
treatment until he is about five 
years old. 

“He has also been left with a 
severe visual impairment. 

“We don't know what the next 
few years will hold for Alexander, 
but we remain confident that he 
will get through it with his usual 
good humour and zest for life. 

“Since diagnosis, we have been 
brilliantly supported by CHECT, 
which is the only charity that 
serves the UK retinoblastoma 
community.”

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Council denies 
river goose cull 


THE number of Canada 
geese in Ely has dropped - 
sparking fears the birds 
have been secretly culled. 

Residents say the population of 
the geese in the Riverside area has 
reduced and are worried the birds 
might have been “killed under 
darkness” by East Cambs District 
Council because of the 
controversy they have caused this 
summer. 

But the council has slammed 
the accusation and is assuring 
residents they have not taken 
action to cut the birds’ numbers. 

Ely’s Canada geese gained 
publicity this summer as many 
people said their numbers were 
“spiralling out of control”. 

Some residents insisted the 
birds were making too much mess 
in the Riverside area of the city 
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and were calling on the council to 
control their numbers. 

Bird lover Peter Campbell, of 
Broad Street, Ely, said: “The 
number of Canada geese has 
definitely dropped. 

“A month ago there were 
hundreds of them and now there 
are about 50. 

“I know people were calling on 
the council to carry out a cull and I 
just pray they haven’t been killed 
under darkness while nobody is 
around. 

“People need to stop moaning 
about our wildlife and learn to 
love them. I think the Riverside 
looks dull without the birds 
everywhere.” 

But a spokesman for the council 


said: “There has not and will not 
be a cull of the Canada geese in 
Ely.” 

Emma Brand, a spokeswoman 
for the Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Trust at Welney, said it is likely the 
geese have departed. 

She said: “The Canada geese 
won’t have migrated as the ones 
we get in this country do tend to 
stay in the UK. 

“We get some of them coming 
onto the reserve but not too many. 
It’s likely the numbers have 
reduced as the birds have moved 
elsewhere. 

“They tend to move to wherever 
there is more food available. At 
this time of year, there tends to be 
more food out on farmland and I 
would imagine many of them are 
out on the land making the most 
of the food available to them.”

Fear of widow, 89, 
after raid on home 


A TEENAGER who took part 
in a burglary which left an 89- 
year-old widow afraid of 
being at home alone has 
been sent to a young 
offenders’ institution. 

Justin Phillips, 19, was sentenced 
to 28 months’ detention at Ipswich 
Crown Court on September 14 after 
pleading guilty to two charges of 
burglary and asking for nine similar 
offences to be taken into 
consideration together with one of 
attempted burglary. 

The court heard the Mildenhall 
home of the deaf and partially blind 
widow had been raided while she 
was asleep on July 22. Among the 
items stolen, which were valued at 
more than £1,000, was jewellery 
given to her by her husband and late 
daughter, none of which had been 
recovered. 

In a statement, the victim said she 
worries about getting up in the night. 


She said: “I hate having to be 
locked in. I feel I am a prisoner in my 
own home now. Any noise I think is 
people coming to the door. 

“I worry in case they are going to 
hurt me. Nothing is the same any 
more and I worry if I should stay 
here.” 

Andrew Thompson, prosecuting, 
said the two burglaries Phillips, of 
The America, Sutton, admitted were 
committed on the same night. The 
victim of the other break-in, in 
Trinity Avenue, Mildenhall, had 
pretended to be asleep when he 
realised two masked men were 
searching the room he was in. 

Mr Thompson said fishing tackle 
and a Blackberry Curve phone were 
stolen from the house, along with 
keys to a car which was driven off 
and found on fire nearby. 

The court heard Phillips told 
police following his arrest he had 
become involved with two other 
men after travelling to Mildenhall, 


and he accompanied them as they 
toured a housing estate for homes 
with open windows. 

Mr Thompson said Phillips said he 
had not entered all the properties 
and claimed alcohol and peer 
pressure had led to his involvement 
in the crimes. 

Julianna Tolan, mitigating, said 
Phillips had no previous convictions 
and the offences had been entirely 
out of character. 

She said: “It appears that he was 
being coerced by the others by virtue 
of peer pressure.” 

Miss Tolan said Phillips had since 
co-operated with the police to 
provide details of the others involved 
and he had not benefitted financially 
from any of the offences. 

The court heard six of the offences 
Phillips asked to be taken into 
consideration had been in 
Cambridgeshire and two in 
Mildenhall, all committed over a 
three-week period earlier this year.

Two much-loved actresses star in this latest revival: Felicity 
Kendal and former EastEnders star Kara Tointon. Kendal shot to 
fame with her role in BBC television’s The Good Life and since 
then has found fame in other television sitcoms including 
Rosemary and Thyme, and in a significant body of work on stage. 
Last time we saw her in Cambridge was for Mrs Warren’s 
Profession. She also took part in 
2010’s Strictly Come Dancing, 
alongside Tointon, who went on 
to lift the glitterball with dance 
(and romantic) partner Artem 
Chigvintsev. Striking brunette 
Tointon started her career in the 
East End based soap before 
moving into stage work, most 
notably in the 2011 West End 
production of Pygmalion, which 
also featured Rupert Everett.

SEVEN years ago writer-director Rian 
Johnson made a big splash with his 
ambitious debut, Brick, a classic noir 
detective story set in a modern-day 
California high school. 

The Maryland-born film-maker is back 
on fine form with this ingeniously plotted 
thriller that exploits the gaping plot holes 
afforded by time travel. 

“Time travel has not been invented yet 
but in 30 years from now it will have 
been,” explains Joe (Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt), an assassin or ‘looper’ whose task 
is to gun down hooded targets who have 
been sent back in time by his mob 
bosses, represented by the sadistic Abe 
(Jeff Daniels). 

Silver bars are strapped to the backs of 
each target as payment for the pull of a 
trigger. Once Joe has incinerated the 



lifeless body, he stashes his spoils in a 
hidden floor-space of his swanky 
apartment. 

Like his fellow loopers, Joe knows his 
life expectancy is finite and one fateful 
day he will gun down his future self. 

Needless to say, it’s crucial that 
loopers do not allow sentiment to cloud 
their judgment in case their older 
incarnations dodge the bullet and run 
amok, altering the course of the future. 


So when Joe hesitates from his bloody 
duties and allows the ‘future’ Joe (Bruce 
Willis) to escape, the race between 
hunter and hunted begins in earnest. 

Looper demands constant vigilance 
from the audience to keep track of 
alternate, intersecting timelines. 

It’s all meticulously planned and 
stylishly executed, realising Marty 
McFly’s worst nightmare from the Back 
To The Future series by allowing a hero to 


co-exist with his future self in the same 
timeframe. 

The ripple effect leads to a simple yet 
striking flourish: wounds inflicted on a 
young protagonist simultaneously 
manifest as scars on the older self. 

This temporal torture allows the 
characters to cleverly communicate with 
each other by scoring letters and symbols 
into their own flesh. 

Looper reunites Johnson with Gordon- 
Levitt, his leading man in Brick, who dons 
disconcerting prosthetics to match the 
physicality of Willis. 

Plot mechanics trump performances 
so Gordon-Levitt’s usual intensity is 
muted while Willis plays to his strengths 
as an action man. 

A slow-motion final reckoning is 
spectacular, benefiting from slick digital 
effects. And Johnson ties up as many 
loose ends as possible to close the loop 
onf

It s time to think about storage

I T’S been a difficult year for 
fruit and veg, with the cold 
weather in spring, incessant 
summer rain and subsequent 
deluge of slugs, snails, blight and 
other nuisances. 

But for those of us who haven’t 
suffered from poor pollination of fruit 
crops, tomato and potato blight and 
slug-infested greens, now’s the time to 
think about how you are going to store 
what you have. 

Temperatures are dropping and tender 
veg need to be encouraged to ripen 
before the first frosts. Anyone with 
unripe tomatoes shouldn’t delay in 
removing leaves from the bases of plants 
to let in more sunlight to the fruits. 

They will need harvesting before the 
first frosts and should continue to ripen 
indoors if you pick them now. Cut whole 
trusses of green tomatoes and hang them 
in an airy place such as a garage or spare 
bedroom. 


Long-keeper varieties such as the 
Spanish ‘De Colgar’ ripen slowly after 
harvesting if kept in a cool, frost-free 
place and can take three months to reach 
maturity, so they’ll be ready for eating in 
winter. 

Maincrop potatoes should be harvested 
on warm, sunny days and left to dry out 
in the sun, after which they can be stored 
in thick paper sacks (only half-fill them 
as this makes it easier to check for bad 
potatoes) and kept in the dark in a frost- 
free place. First early and second early 
varieties generally don’t store well, so 


use these as quickly as you can. 
Maincrops, however, should store until 
after Christmas and possibly into March. 

Bend the leaves of onions and shallots 
over at the neck and once they turn 
brown, pull the plants up but leave the 
bulbs on the ground to continue to dry 
off. After about a week, lay them in trays 
or put them into nets to hang up in the 
shed. Alternatively, you can make French 
onion strings (and do the same with 
shallots and garlic) by keeping as much 
of the straw-like foliage on them as 
possible and plaiting it together, 


reinforcing the strands with hessian twine 
to make it stronger. 

Varieties of early apples generally 
don’t keep so they need to be eaten 
shortly after picking, but later varieties 
will keep in the salad compartment in 
your fridge for between four to six 
weeks. Alternatively, they can be placed 
in wooden boxes lined with newspaper, 
in a cool, airy shed, where the mice won’t 
get them. You can wrap stored apples 
individually in newspaper to ensure they 
never touch each other and so prevent 
one bad apple infecting the whole crop. 


Apples and pears kept in this way should 
last for six weeks or more and maybe 
even until Christmas. 

Be warned, though, that pears don’t 
store as well as apples. If they are fully 
ripe, keep them in the bottom of the 
fridge in polythene bags for up to six 
weeks. If storing for longer, pick the 
pears before they are fully ripe and keep 
them as cold as possible, laying them out 
on wooden trays in an airy place. 

Root veg including beetroot, maincrop 
carrots and turnips can be stored in 
boxes, but leave parsnips that you don’t 
want to eat now in the ground as frost 
improves the taste. You can also leave 
hardy varieties of leeks where they are 
and you should still be digging them up 
until late February. 

Winter salads such as radicchio also 
keep well in the shed in boxes lined with 
plastic, but should be checked regularly 
for mouldy leaves, which need removing 
immediately. 

Squashes need to ripen and dry, so 
when you cut them, leave them outside so 
the skins dry in the sun. Then bring them 
into a warm, dry place so that the skins 
harden. They should keep until Christmas 
in a frost-free shed, although they store 
better in a covered porch or in a cool 
room indoors. 

There are certain crops which don’t 
store well, such as sweetcorn and French 
beans. You’ll need to blanch and freeze 
the surplus for further use. 

And then there’s all those chutneys 
and jams you could be making for 
Christmas...

Simple tips to 
reduce your 
fuel spending 


WITH the first signs of autumn 
now upon us, millions of UK 
motorists face a shaky outlook 
as the cost of fuel continues to 
rise. 

Prices have increased 
steadily throughout the year 
and are almost at the same 
level they reached at their peak 
in 2009, according to the AA’s 
latest figures. 

These high fuel prices come 
as planned rises in rail fares 
leave families and commuters 
with even less transport choice. 

And the general state of the 
economy at the moment 
means many people have less 
disposable income to begin 
with. 

Unfortunately, there’s not 
much the individual or the 
government can do about it at 
present - although the Office 
Of Fair Trading’s investigation 
into the relationship between 
pump prices and crude oil has 
the potential to deliver a fairer 
deal. 

Simply the only way in which 
the individual can reduce the 
size of their fuel bill is to use 
less of it. 

Five simple tips could help 
shave 10 or even 20 per cent off 


the average fuel bill and cost 
nothing to implement: 

■ Tyre pressures are crucial not 
only for safety but also for 
rolling resistance, which is how 
much friction there is between 
the tyre and the road. 

■ Keep your tyres at their 
optimum pressure and you 
minimise rolling resistance 
while maximising grip. 

■ Air conditioning is a 
wonderful thing in summer but 
it does use extra fuel. 

■ Switch it off when it’s not 
required. 

■ Clutter in the boot adds 
weight to your car and a 
heavier car requires more fuel 
to make it move, so remove 
everything you don’t need. 

■ Having your windows open 
creates extra wind resistance 
which saps fuel. Keep them 
closed whenever possible. 

■ Finally, and most 
importantly, driving with good 
anticipation is the key to fuel 
efficiency. Ideally your speed 
should change as little as 
possible. Looking well ahead 
will mean you have to stop less 
often as you blend into traffic. 

■ Brake gently and slowly and 
accelerate smoothly.
